CHAP. I. 

Strong Indications of a vicious Difpofition. 

RELIGION teaches, that Vice leads 
to endlefs mifery in a future ftate ; 
and experience proves, that in fpite of the 
gayeft and moft profperous appearances, 
inward mifery accompanies her ; for, even 
in this life, her ways are ways of wretch- 
tdnefs, and all her paths are woe. 

This obfervation has been fo often made, 
that it muft be known to all, and its truth 
is feldom formally denied by any ; yet the 
conduQ: of men would fometimes lead us 
to fufpea, either that they had never heard

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it, or that they thmlp it falfe. To,x;ec*I a 
truth of fuch importance to the recoUi^- 
tion of mankind^ and to illuftj-ate it by 
example, may thereifgre be of ufe. 

Tracing the windings of Vice, however, 
and delineating the difgufting features 
of Villany, are unpleafant talks ; and 
fonqe people cannot bear to contemplate 
fuch a pidure. It is fair, therefore, ta 
warn Readers of this turn of mirid not to 
perufe the ftory of Zeluco. 

This perfon, fprung from a noble family 
in Sicily, was a native of Palermo, where 
he paffed the years of early childhood, 
without being diftingtiiflied by any thing 
very remarkable in his difpofition, unlefa 
it was a tendency to infolence, and an in- 

Gfinatioh to domineer over boys of inferior

rank and circumftances. The bad ten^ 

dency of this, however, was fo ftrongly 

remonftrated againft by his father, and 

others who fuperintended his education, 

thai it was in a great degree checked, and 

in aYair way of beli>g entirely overcome.

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Itt the tenth year ot^lils age he Toff his 
father, and was left uhdef the guidance of 
a mother/ Whofe darting he had ever been, 
and who had often blamed her hufband 
for tbd great feveritf to a Ton, whom, in 
heir fdrid oj^tnion, nature had endowed 
with etery good quality. 

A fliort time after the death of his fa- 
ther/ Zeluco began to betray ftrong fymp- 
toms 6jf that violent and overbearing; d if- 
pofition to which he had always had a 
pt6]pehfity, though he had hitherto been 
obligeil toreftrain it. Had that gentleman 
lived a few years longer, the violence of 
Zfcluco's temper would, it is probable, 
have been weakened, or entirely anni- 
hilated, by -the continued influence of thit 
habitjif reftraint, and his future life mi^ht 
have exhibited a very different ch^rafter ^ 
for he (hewed fufficient command of him- 
felf as long as his father lived : but very 
fobn after his death, he indulged, without 
control, every humour arid caprice j .and 
hie fmiftaken mother applauding the bluf-

rent knew that her fon's military ardour. 
w6ul(i1rui)je<St him to no other danger than 
is attendant on reviews : to this fhe fub- 
mitted, being aware that glory could not 
beoDtalned for nothing. 

The piacific fituation of the Neapolitan ' 
arniyi however, was not Zeluco's reafon 
for prefelrring it j for he was naturally of

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a,daruig<>%irit. He, lik;e maoy other idlo 
ypuflg men, was at^raijed tp the ptofejfioa 
of arms ihj a reUfti fiw: the dfefs of aa 
o^cer^ and by %k^^ yanity of commaod 
over a few foWkra. At this time he 
thought jK>^d€eper on ihe fubjedr An 
• appljyca^fxn was tha:efore made by this in^ 
dulgept Qipcber for a commiffion for her 
ibn;,betweea which period and the time 
of^^ta being granted, Zeluco counted the 
moments with the moft fretful impatience ; 
for^although he had akeady ordered hi* 
regi^nenlals, and often indulged, himfelf 
in the pleafure of flrutting in them before 
a mirror, yet he experienced the agonies 
of Tantalus till he could appear with them 
abroad. As the exigencies of the fervice 
did not require the immediate prefence of 
Zel^cp, h.e was permitted to remain at 
Palermo, and was introduced by his mQ- 
ther into a feled circle of her own ac-i* 
quaiqtance^ which, flie informed him, 
confifted of the '^^^y MJ^ company of Pa- 
l^srpip, where he would acquire the moft

lefs than nine to the latter. 

Zeluco's bloom, vivacity, and apti- 
tude in learning the different games, pro-\ 
cured him many flattering marfca of at- 
tention from the female members. { Thefe 
foi; forpe time pleafed the yoyth.bimfttf, 
while his mother was highly, gratified with 
the ppngratulatioo? poured out oft ^U frfts

produce an inveftigation exceedingly pre- 
judicial to him^ beii^g confciOus that he had 
no title to the chara£ker he aiTumed. 

This adventure was much talked of, and 
did a great deal of honour to Zeluco.] It 
was peculiarly agreeable to his generous 
uncle, who having heard that his nephew 
had been unfortunate on the night in 
which he had behaved with fuch fpirit, he 
prefented him with a fum fufficient for 
clearing all bis expences at Madrid, and 
equipping him in the genteeleft manner for

7he Remonjirance of an old Officer. 

7ELUCO pofleffed not the generous 
ardour of a foldier j his impatience for 
promotion was excited by the hopes of 
emolument more than a third for military 
glory ; and if he was willing to fuffer fa- 
tigue and incur danger, it was becaufe in 
his prefent fituation they were neceflary 
for his obtaining fome lucrative command, 
that might fpeedily furnifh him with the 
means of pleafure and luxurious enjoy- 
ment, which he confidered as the only 
fenfible purfuits in life. 

Having heard that the commander in 
chief was a very ftri£t and attentive officer, 
and Zeluco's views being now centered in 
military promotion, he was impatient to 

acquire 
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acquire favour and recommendation by 
diftinguiftiing himfclf as a difciplinariaa; 
naturally felfifli and unfeeling, he was not 
checked in the profecution of this plan by 
any fentiment of juftiee or cpmpaffion; pro- 
vided he could make the men under his 
command more dextrous in their exercife, 
or more fmart in their appearance, than 
others, he regarded not the inconveniency 
or torture he occafioned to them ; nor did 
he care whether this was of ufe to the fer*- 
vice or not j he was convinced it might be 
of ufe to himfelf, and that was fufl5cient. 
Without temper to make allowance for the 
awkwardnefs of recruits, or equity in pro- 
portioning puriifliments to crimes, his^ or- 
ders were often didated by caprice and 
enforced by cruelty ; he exaded from the 
private men fuch a degree of precifion in 
the manual exercife,, and in the minutiseof 
their drefs, as was almoft out of the power 
of the moft dextrous and beft difpofed to . 
obferve. 

F 3 Provoked 
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Provoked aad irritated on finding that 
the foldiers did not arrive at that degree of 
f erfedion which his vanity required, and 
becoming daily more uareafonable and 
unrelenting by the exercife of power, he 
exhibited roapy inftances of cruelty on a 
detachment from the garrifon of Havannah, 
of which he had for fome time the com* 
mand* 

His conduifl on that and other occaGona 
came to the knowledge of the commaodcr • 
in chief by the following iiicident ; 

A foldier having committed fome flight 
miftake in the exercife, Zeluco treated him 
with great feverity, which the man ent* 
- dured with all the pafBvenefe which military 
difcipline exads ;-r-till 2^elucQ, . fwelling 
' with the infolence of power, expreffed him- 
felf in this barbarous and abfurd manner ; 
•^ If you are not more alert for the future, 
you fcoundrel, I will cut you to pieces^ 
and fend your foul to hell.'' 

To this the man replied with tranquilli- 
ty—^' Your honour may cut me to pieces, 

4 if 
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if you pleafe ; but I thank God it is not in 
yoiir power to fend my foul to hell/' 

This very fedate anfwer, while it raifed 
a fmile in others who heard it, augmented 
the rage of Zeluco. 

*' Do you mutiny, villain ?" cried Ze^ 
luco. 

** I do not, indeed/' faid the foldier. 

** ril let you know in due time," faid 
Zeluco, " whether you do or not." 

He ordered the man to be carried to the 
guard prifon, and put in irons. 

Zeluco had been long difliked by all his 
fellow-officers. — On talking over this mat- 
ter with fome of them, in order to pre- 
poffefs them with the opinion that what 
the foldier had faid amounted to mutiny, 
he found them little difpofed to confider it 
in that light ; he was in no hafte, there- 
fore, to bring the man to a court-martial, 
being convinced he would be acquitted : but 
he had it infinuated to the foldier himfelf> 
that if he would acknowledge a mutinous 
intention, and implore mercy, he (hould be 
F 4 liberated 
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liberated without a trial; whereas, if he were 
tried, he would certainly be fevcrely pu- 

nifhed. 

But the foldier, fecretly encouraged by 
thofe of the officers who mpft detefted Ze- 
luco, refufed to make any fuch avowal, 
and remained in irons. 

Meanwhile the chaplain of the regiment 
having vifited the foldier, approved of his 
condudl, declaring he could not juftly be 
puniftied for an anfwer fo orthodox. He 
next day informed the commander in chief 
of the whole tranfaCtion. * 

This gentleman, unwilling to rely in- 
tirdy on the account he had received, fent 
for fome of the officers belonging to the de- 
tachment, and obtained fron} them the fame 
information which he had already received , 
from the chaplain. 

In the mean time Zeluco, having got 
^ hint of what was going on, fi^eed the 
foldier from confinement. But the indig- 
pation of the commanding officer being 
roqfed by what he had heard, he made 

inquiries 
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inquiries into Z^luco's <:ondii<a to the fol- 
diers on other occafions ; and foon difco- 
vered, with aftoniftiment, and fome degree 
of felf-condemnation, that many afts of 
urineceflary feverity and oppreffion had 
been committed by Zeluco. Having blamed 
fome officers, whofe duty he thought it was 
to have infdrmed him of thofe tranfadions 
fooner, he fent for Zeluco, and in the 
prefence of all the officers of the batta- 
lion to which he belonged, he addreffed 
him' to the following efFed : 

** Signor Zeluco, 

** I think it my duty to deliver my fen- 
timents to you before thefe- gentlemen, on 
a fubjed that ought tcf be well under- 
wood by every officer ; but of which it ap- 
pears by your condud you have formed 
very erroneous notions. 

** Strid difcipline is effentially requifite 
for the well-being of an arroy^ without 
which it degenerates into a lawlefs mob, 
pior? formidable to their friends than ene- 
* * * ' mies: 
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mks ; the r&vigcrs, not tbe defendere of 
th«ir cQuniry. 

** But it; is equally cffential that difci- 
pline be exercifed with temper and with; 
juftice J a capricious and cruel exertion of) 
power in oflSeers deprefles the fpirits of the 
private men, and extinguifbes that daring 
ardour which glows in the breaft of a real 
foldier. 

^^ Is it poilible that a man of a getierous 
mind can treat with wanton cruelty tbofe 
who afe not permitted to refifti or even to 
expoftulate, however brave they may be. l^ 

" I believe, Sir, you have not as yet 
ferved in time of war 5 but I will in- 
form you, that in the courfe of my fervices 
I have fpen common foldiers gallantly face 
the enemy, when fome officers, who had 
been in the habit of ufing them with in- 
fult and cruelty, flirunk from the danger. 

** You are fufficiently acquainted with 
the condition of private foldiers, to 
know, that when they are treated with all 
the lenity cbnfiftent with proper difcipline, 

ftill 
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ftill their condition is furroimdcd with fuch 
a variety erf hardfliips, that every perfoa 
of humanity muft wifti it were poflible to 
alleviate it. 

*^ Only refled. Sir, on the fmallnefs of 
their pay ; how inadequate to the duty re-»* 
quired of them, and how far beneath the 
intrinfic value it bore when it was firft fix^ 
ed ; yet this grievance remains unremedied 
in fome of the wealthieft countries of Eu- 
rope, even in thofe where the greateft at^ 
tention, is paid in other particulars to the 
rights of mankind. But weak as the im-p 
preflion may be which the foldi^r's hard- 
ihips make on the cold heart of the poli- 
tician, one would naturally expert they 
Ihould meet with fympathy in the breafts 
of their own officers ; the men bed ac-^ 
quainted with their fituation, whom they 
are conftantty ferving and obeying, who 
are acting in the fame caufe, and expofed 
to the fame dangers though not to the 
fame hardOiips with themfelves. It is nai- 
tyral to imagine that, independent of more 

generous 
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generous motives, their own intereft, and 
the idea of felf-prefervation, would prompt 
officers to behave with mildnefs, at leaft 
with equity, to the foldiers under their 
command. How many officers have been 
refcued from death or captivity by the 
^grateful attachment and intrepidity of the 
foldiers ? I myfclf, Sir, once lay on the 
field feverely wounded, when, in the midft 
of general confufion, officers and men fly- 
ing promifcuoufly, I was carried to a place 
of fecuriry by two foldiers, at the infinite 
hazard of their own lives. From one of 
thofe, indeed, I might naturally have ex- 
pelled fome exertion in my favour ; he 
was a Caftilian, born on my own eflate : 
but I had no claim on the other, except as 
an officer who had always behaved equi- 
tably to him in common with the reft of 
my company; — he was an Irifliman. 

" Had I treated him with caprice or ill- 
nature, would this foreigner, or even would 
my own countryman have made fuch a 
generous exertion to preferve my life ? No, 

Sir, 
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Sir ; if they had tefrained from giving me 
a frefh wound as they fled pad me, which 
foldiers are not unapt to do to cruel officers, 
they certainly would at leaft have con- 
fulted their own fafety by continuing their 
flight, and left me to be trampled to death 
by the enemy's cavalry,, as I certainly muft 
have be,en, had not thefe two foldiers re- 
moved me from the fpot on which I lay. 

" But waviqg every confideration de- 
rived from the ideas of perforial fafety, there 
is another kind of felfifhnefs which might 
induce ofiicers to behave well to foldiers ; 
that is, the pleafure of alleviating, in 
many refpedls, the unavoidable hardfliips 
of our fellow- creatures, and the confciouf- 
nefs of being loved by thofe around us." 

At this part of the general's remonftrance, 
Zeluco raifed his eyes mechanically with 
that kind of flare which a man gives when 
he hears what he thinks a very extraordi- 
nary propofition. 

•* It is true, Sir, I afTure you," conti- 
nued the Cafiilian ; *' next to the approba* 

tion 
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tioti of his own confcience^ liothing is ic^ 
grateful to the heart of mail as the Ipytf 
and efteem of tnankind.\ In my mind, htf 
is an objed of compafiion; in whatever 
fituation of life he may be placed^ who is 
not fenfible of this from his own experi- 
ence i and furely no man can be tolerably 
happy, who thinks himfelf the objedl ol 
their hatred. 

•* We all know, gentlemen,** continued 
he, turning a moment ftotti 25eluco to tb6 
other officers, "that the love of foldiers, 
important as it is to thofe who command 
them, may be acquired on eafier terms than 
that of any other fet of men ; becaufe the 
habit of obedience, in which ibey are bred, 
inclines them to rejpe^ their officers 5 un-^ 
biaffed equity in the midft of the ftriaeft 
difcipline commands their ejleem^ and the 
fmalleft iriark of fcindncfs fecures their 
gratitude and attachment. I have ever en-* 
deavoured to preferve a fteady and regular 
difcipline among the troops X have had the 
honour of commanding; yet I have the hap- 

pinefs 
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totoefs to beliete} that I am more loved than 
feared by thbfe amon^ them who have had 
the beft opportunity of knowing me*— One 
of the greateft pleafures I ever enjoyed 
(I fee fome here who were with me on that 
occafion) was, in over-hearing an advanced 
guard of foldiers talk afFe£tionately of me, 
when they knew not I was near them s 
1 will own to youj Sir, it came over 
my heart like the fweeteft mufic : and 
if I thought myfelf the objeft of the 
fecret execrations of the men under my 
command, it would fpoil the harmony ^ 
of my life, and jar my w^hole foul out ] 
of tune. 

* • Signor Zeluco, what i have heard of 
your behaviour to the foldiers, I am willing 
to impute to a mifplaced zeal for the fer- 
vice. It is difficult to believe, that a man 
of birth and education could have been 
proiDpted to the feverities you have exer- 
cifed by other motives. 

** This confideration, joined to the re- 
gard I have for the recommendation pf ray 

old 
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old friend your uncle, have weighed 
with me, in not fubjeding certain parts 
of your condud to the judgment of a court 
martial. 

** With refped to the foldier^ whom you 
confined fo long and fo improperly in 
irons, you certainly treated him from the 
beginning with too much feverity. The 
natural awkwardnefs of a recruit is to be 
correded gradually, and with gentlenefs; 
feverity confounds him, and increafes the 
evil that is to be remedied. To give way 
to anger and paffion on fqch an occafion is 
inconfiftent with the dignity which an officer 
ought to preferve before the men, and is 
always attended with injuftice. As for this 
man's anfwer to your very intemperate 
menace, although a foldier under arms 
ought not to make any reply to an officer^ 
yet, all the circumftances being weighed, 
what he faid was excufable; to endea- 
vour to torture it into mutiny would be 
abfurd. 
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'jY0u ought to rtnjember, gentletnen^ 
that as military difcipline Jook$ to the ge-* 
neral tendency and remote confequences of 
things, more than to their intrinfic crimi- 
nality^ many ^(Jlions are treated as crimesf 
by the military laws which in themfelves 
are innocent or frivolous. And; when a 
foldier, irritated by undeferved infult, over-^ 
leaps fubordination, and repels the wanton 
tyranny of an officer^ however he ;nay be 
condemned, by the unrelenting laws ofdiff- 
cipline^ he will bd abfolved by the natural 
feelings of the human heart, which revolts 
at oppreffion ; nor will he appear, even in 
the eyes of thofe who think his punifhment 
expedient, an obje£t either of contempt or 
averfion. But wher^ an officer; armed with 
the power, and ia^treiiched within the lines 
of difcipline, indulges Unmanly .p^ffion, or 
private hatred, againft an unprptedled an<i 
unrefifting foldier, in what light can this 
officer appear, either in his own eyes, or in 
thofe of others ?

The cbnfiittimate hypocrite ^xprefled great 
farprife and concern at the intelligence, 
ijnd afFedled infinite reludance, in accept'* 
ing. of a piece of good fortune, however 
defirable in itfelf, which had befallen him, 
at the expence of fo dear a friend. All 
this ^ffeftation and mummery was in due 
time overcome, and Zeluco's nuptials with 
the vvidQW were celebr2i,ted in form* v 
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This^ alarming news at OBce awakened 
her apprehenfions, and lulled her pru- 
dena. She tenderly expoftukted with 
her hufband for qonpeaUi>g intelligeace of 
fuch infinite importance to hpr pe^jCe^of 
mind. Without abfolutely admitting the 
truth of her informationi he ufed it as a 
frelh argumei>t againft the propriety of 
his quitting the army. •* If he had hefi- 
tatedi even in the time of pcaa, how 
could he in honour agree to it on the eve 
of a war?" This convinced her of the 
tiruth of the intelligence.

THE heroic mark of love above mm-L 
tioned was the laft that Zduco was 
folicitous of receiving from his lady ; for 
he feemed ever after very willing to dif- 
penfe with all indications of her paffion, 
and his exprefSons of affed:ion , towards 
her diminifhed in their energy from this 
periods She, at firft with gentleaefs, and 
afterwards with a mixture of acrimony, re- 
monftrated with him on this alteration.

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;^ed piitietiee» became more and cbore mo^ 
rofe and fulky Aa they v^cte Continuedy 
and bis Wl^viouf terminated in ayowed 
contemipt and optll abufe. 

The imbappy wodiaii fiAdifig l^felf 
thm negleftedy idfulted^ and defpifed by 
tibe peiffon cm whom ihe had fixed her ^- 
fcdlioos and beftcMfred her whole forturt*, 
gradually funk into defpondeocy, atid aftef 
enduring all the bittern^fe of felf- reproach, 
flie died at the end of two years. 

Difappointment and difquietude had at^^ 
tended Zeluco through the whole of his 
life, notwithftandlftg the gfeat acqilifi- 
tian of fortune he derived from his mar- 
riage ; even his matrimonial ftate had beeri 
embittered^ with tontiniial chagrin. This 
was the natural cffedi: of his own viciouS 
cotiduCt ; yet by a partiality df felf-deccit, 
which is very common, he always imputed 
his miffing of happinefs to other caufcs : 
few people blame themfelves, while it is in 
the power of fclf-love tq twift the charge 
agiTnft others. All the difconteM and fret-

When he wi« freed therefore ftom wfiat 
he confidered as the on^ly dbftpfiNJ^^a to hw 
hig)plfiefs, be expe<aed ; that whit he had 
hitherto purfued without^ rt:taiiiing i*aft 
at laft within his reach. 

But to redder his felidty more certiitt 
and permanent, he thought it neceffiiry t^ 
bring his eftate to the higbeft piteh of ita- 
prov<troent ; after which he propoifed to re- 
turn to Europe^ and there irt fplendoratfil 
magnificence enjoy every pleafure thrt hi* 
heart could defire. 

Itr the profecution of this plan he la* 
boured with fudi affidutty and iriapalience 
as kept himfelf in everlafting fretfulifefe^ 
Ind proved fatal to feveral of bis fli^ts^ 
fofee of whom expired under the exertiori» 
he forced them to make, and others under 
the punifliments he inflided for the fmalieft 
>emiffiieft or negle^.

Of %hh Zeluco was a ftfikipg exampls ; 
aod the fame perfoa who with Iit.de rcgtet 
h^d forfeited the good opinion of every 
virtuoas laind, could not brook to have it 
thought that he feared the rcfeotwupt of 
the n^an he was confcious of haying i^ 
jured, or that hq would make any »pQl^y 
to himj rather than run the rilk <;^ injttrii^^ 
him in a more violent wanner. 

In the meaa time the fufpicions of tke 
Bhyiician were oo4 intirely removed by the 
diifimiuUtioa of the Portuguefe.

deferve." The confcience of Zeluco fmot? 
him a,t this petition, and he felt a pang 
iharp as the ftiletto of the Portuguefe.

A Young Protei^ant clergyman, a diftant

his life. He was greatly admired for tho 
flow of his pulpit eloquence, and the force 
of his reafbxiing> bj all who were previ- 

. cufly 
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Oufly of his own opinion. The longer 
this happy Ecclefiaftic lived, he feemed to 
be the more confirmed in the favourable 
impreflion which, from his boyifh years, 
he entertained of his own taknts, and in 
his contempt for thofe of others ; and be- 
came at length fo povverful in felf-con- 
ceit, that lie woulci? without hefitation, 
have engaged a whole conclave of his ad- 
verfaries, being convinced not only that 
he could overturn all their arguments, but 
that the prejudices of education, the c^n- 
liderations of intereft, and the allurements 
of ambition, muft all yield to the irrefifti* 
ble ftrength of his demonftration. 

This gentleman was fometimes invited 
to ditiner by Colonel Seidlits, and was 
made welcome by his lady as often as fhe 
faw company in the evening. 

In return for thofe civilities, he ihdught 
it incumbent on him to point out to her 
the abfurdities of the Popifli religion, as 
preparatory to her converfion t6 Calvinifm.

** Pray,*' replied the Colonel, ** do you 
believe in all the dodlrines to be found in 
the public creeds and formularies of our 
own church." 

** That I do," replied the Divine; ** and 
would die at the ftake, were it neceffary, 
avowing them.'* 

** Then I hope you have a better rea- 
fon for thinking tranfubftantiation ab-i 
furd, than merely its being incomprehen- 
fible?" 

** There is no article in any of the 
Proteftant creeds fo incomprehenfible as 
that you mention," replied the Divine. 

** I did not know there Were degrees in 
incomprehenfibility," faid the Colonel ; '' if 
there is any propofition which I am^uite 
unable to comprehend, it will be difficult 
to ftate another which I can comprehend 
lefs." 

*' I will undertake to make you compre- 
hend diftindtly every article of the creeds 
A a 3 you 
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you allude to/^ faid the DivinC|f with aa 
undaunted air. 

•• Rather than impofe fuch a taik upoti 
you," faid the Colonel, ^* allow nae to .coa^- 
tinue to believe them without fully (tompre- 
hending them," 

^* Well, Colonel, you ^yill do as you 
pleafe, but furely it would aiFord you 
great fatisfadlion if your lady could be pre-* 
vailed on to embrace the fame yeUgiop that 
you prpfef?*" - . 

" No; I cannot fay it would," replied 
the Colonel, coldly. 

•* Good God! that feems very unac- 
countable s will you be (o good as to tell 
pie your reafon," faid the other.

j!ip£t, that all eftablifhed governments think

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they have a right to ufe feverhlcs againft 
revolting fubjeds, whatever good ground* 
thofe fubjefts have had for revoking,—

But remember,** interrupted the 
Clergyman^'* the perfidy and cruehy dif- 
played by the Roman Catholics in the 
maffaae of St. Bartholemy — think of the 
ihocking reign of the gloomy bigotted 
Philip, and the enormities of his unrelenl-^
